FORFEITED HIS BOND. 

"We take the following article from 
the Courier-Journal of Weduesday. 
Both A. T. Mitchell and R. A. Mitch- 
ell are well-known in this section : 

Fulton, Ky., May 9. — A. T. Mitchell 
formerly cashier of the defunct Fulton 
Bank at this place, and who was in- 
dicted for perjury at the last term of 
the Circuit Court, at Hickman, has 
forfeited his bond of $1,000. His case 
called up yesterday at the May 
term of the Circuit Court, iu sessiou 
at Hickman, but he failed to appear. 
When the directors were compelled to 
close the doors of the bank Mitchell 
went to bed and declared that he was 
ill, but as soon as he could get well 
enough to walk he would show them 
that the bank was iu a solvent -condi- 
tion. 

•'The angry depositors thought the 
law too slow for them, and several 
talked opeuly of lynching Mitchell, 
but he had so completely deceived the 
majority of the people, who thought 
that perhaps he might be innocent, 
that nothing was done to him. So 
confident were the bank directors of 
Mitchell's honesty and the solvency of 
their bank that they drew up and 
published a paper stating that they 
would be personally responsible for 
every deposit placed in the bank. 

"After the bank closed its doors 
Mitchell and his cousin, Dick Mitchell 
who is also under bond for his 
appearance at court to answer to a 
charge of perjury, proposed to the di- 
rectors that they would take charge of 
the bank and pay off the depositors if 
the stockholders would agree to sur- 
render their stock. Mitchell now had 
the stockholders right where he want- 
ed them, for had they not agreed to 
his terms it would have ruined them 
all to have paid off the deposits when 
they had only about $600 and a lot ( 
worthless paper on hand to do it wit) 
while Mitchell had an overdraw i 
personal account of $18,000. 

"The bank was turned over to Mitch- 
ell and his "Cousin Dick," as he was 
familiarly called, they agreeing to pay 
every cent in two years. The time is 
uow up, and very little has been paid, 
Mitchell would perhaps have pulled 
through without a scratch, had he 
only reformed after he broke the bank, 
but he got into court and swore to so 
many lies that at the last term of the 
court he was tried and given one year 
in the penitentiary for perjury, but 
his attorney discovered a rlaw, and he 
was granted a new trial and placed 
under a $1,000 bond. The Hon. H. 
A. Tyler, of Nashville, was his bonds- 
man. 

Mitchell came here from upper 
Kentucky a few years ago, and was 
given the position of cashier of the 
Fulton Bank. He made friends rap- 
idly, and soon became the most popu- 
lar man in town. This is not the first 
bank he has wrecked, having repeated 
the same thing at North Middletowu. 
Ky." 

Mr. R. A. Mitchell has lived in this 
community all his life. He has been 
an active business man in our midst 
for a quarter of a century and is as 
widely known as any mau in the 
county. His record for honesty and 



sterling integrity has never been 
questioned. Such a charge as is indi- 
cated in the above! would be hooted 
at by ail who know btm here, we 
not fully acquainted with the cir- 
cumstances surrounding this matter, 
but it will be difficult to make the 
people of this community believe that 
Dick Mitchell has wilfully forsworn 
himself.

Hence it is well that we he warned 
against tarrying near temptation. 

1. Tarrying near temptation is forbid- 
den. Prow xxiii, 81, "Look not thou upon 
the wine when it is red, when it givcth 
his color in the cup, when it moveth it- 
self aright." This is practically a com- 
mand to avoid all temptation to intem- 
perance. We are enjoined not to look 
upon the intoxicating cup. If we 
look upon it, we cannot handle it, 
we do not handle it we will ne* 
come drunkards. These words simply 
■•ay, "Stay as far away from temptation 
as yon possibly can." This is the only 
«afe rule— to "avoid the very appearan. 
of evil." 

2. Tarrying near temptation is u: 
wise. The downfall of many a man ca 
be traced to the fact that he played with 
evil. He dallied with temptation. He 
had no desire to drink, he had no appe- 
tite for this evil, and yet he carelessly 
kept himself in the way of it because he 
thought he was stronger than it, bat at 
last he fell. This waa the case with 
■Samson. When his heathen wife first 
asked him the secret of his strength. In- 
stead of firmly denying her request he 
played with the temptation and at last 
fell a pitifnl viotim to his own folly. 
How unwise for men to deal carelessly 
with that which may destroy body and 
«oul, and yet men do it. For Wealth 
or honor or friendship, 
-explained reason, they dally with ; ruin- 
ous evils and at last to their sorrow. 
The man is a fool who would put Ml 
hand in the fire and not expect to be 
burned. He is even more foolish 
continually tarries near ter 
expects not to suffer for it. 

8. Tarrying near temptation is disas- 
trous (Prov. xxiii, 80). They that tarry 
long at the wine, says the writer of 
Proverbs, have all sorts of disaster come 
upon them— woe, sorrow, contention, 
babbling, wounds without cause, redness 
of eyes. Thus disaster awaits all who 
tarry near sin. The best rule to avoid

A Cheap Substitute for Ice. 

The distribution of refrigeration 
from central stations through 
pipe lines is discussed by John E. 
Starr in the Engineering Magazine. 
Some of the purposet to which this 
system ia applicable are thus mention- 
ed : The principal hotel* and restaur- 
ants and down-town butcher-shops in 
Ft. Loui* and Denver are using system 
in their storage-boxes. But the app- 
lications of the system do not end 
here. In many hotels, cafe*, and sal- 
oon*, Ice is required for water-pitchers 
and to crack up for mixing beveragei 
Id such cases a miniature brine-tank is 
provided, through which the expan- 
coil* connecting with the pipe- 
ling are run. Molds of suitable size 
are placed in the brine, and the oper- 
ation of ice-making is carried on just 
as at the large ice-factory. When 
small amounts of ice are needed for

The cooling of soda-water 
fountains is effected In the same way. 
The manufacture of ice-cream is also 
more easily accomplished by the aid 
of this system.

Among tho luxuries furnished by 
this system may be mentioned the 
cooling of living-rooms, which, 
such a climate as that, of St. Louis, 
proves a great luxury. The refrig- 
erating company there started in with 
contracts to reduce the temperature 
Of cafe* and dining-rooms twenty de- 
grees below the outside temperature. 
Xo difficulty was found in cheaply re- 
ducing the tempcrrture even to a 
lower point than this, but sanitary 
considerations, and the comfort of the 
frequenters of such places, determined 
that a difference of from ten to fifteen 
degree* detween the inside and the 
outside temperature was the most 
satisfactory. It is interesting to note 
that the same piping used tor the 
ammonia cooling service in the sum- 
mer is used for the steam-heating pur- 
pose in the winter. It happens that 
in neither Denver or St. Louis do the 
pipelines reach any of the hospitals, 
though the benefit of their nse in such 
institutions is apparent. 

Figures are given to show that this 
service is les* costly than the shipping

NO REDUCTION. 

As a result of tho recent meeting of 
he railroad passenger agents iu Cin- 
cinnati, the ticket agents of. all East- 
ern connecting lines and the managers 
and high officials of the roads Friday 
received official noticv of the perfec- 
tion of the Eastern passenger agree- 
ment that is to go in force immedi- 
ately. 

The agreement covers rates iu all 
directions iu the vast territory east of 
St. Louis, Chicago, Louisville and 
Cincinnati. 

The form of the agreement follows 
the original one made by trunk line 
Presidents last December. 

The agreement is, in substance, that 
the Presidents of all Eastern-bound 
agree not to reduce properly 
authorized passenger fares by any 
form of concession whatever, or pay, 
hare or allow for their several lines 
east of St. Louis, Louisville and Cin- 
cinnati, the whole or any part of com- 
mission for the sale of East-bound 
tickets. 

It is also agreed to discontinue the 
payment of all commissions to or from 
and through the territory ot the Cen- 
tral Traffic Association. This agree- 
ment covers both east-bound and 
west-bound traffic. 

Seventy-three lines in Eastern terri- 
tory have signed this agreement, and 
are pledged to maintain it strictly. 



How To Raise Young Turkeys. 

Young turkeys should not be taken 
>m the nest for at least eight or ten 
iurs after hatching. They should 
lay in the nest under the shelter of 
tier's wings at least that long. 
Have a good, large coop ready for the 
hen at the expiration ot this time, 
where green, tender grass aud suu- 
mine are convenient, The first food 
should consist of a few bread crumbs.

The number of Associations, as far as 
ascertained to April, 1892, is 4,651, of 
this number 1,435 are in the United 
States. 

The growth of the work among 
railroad men is phenomenal, even 
right at our door there are two rail- 
road Y. M. C. A. buildings erected 
and carod for by the C. & O. liallroad. 
Railroad Presidents recognize the 
importance of throwing around their 
men influence, and are spending 
1100,000 annually for this good work.

Another important department of 
the woek is that done in colleges. The 
good done there was spoken off by 
Mr. L. W. Wishard, who is College 
Secretary of the International Com 
mittee.

Don't breed to a horse because the 
service fee is low, nor because it is 
high, says an exchange. If you have 
in your neighborhood a stallion that 
has been bred in a certain line for 
several generations and one that has 
been bred a less number of times in 
the same line, breed to the one that 
has been bred until the characteristics 
of the breed are so thoroughly imbued 
as to enable him to universally trans- 
mit them to his progeny. A horse 
need be in a neighborhood bu 
year until you cau tell his breeding by 
his colts. If the colts show they 
from the same sire and are g 
hen patronize the horse, but if they 
ire of all colors and kinds, then shun 
iim, for lie is too dear at any price.—
